Contract dispute still not 
solved in Chinook's Edge 


Didsbury woman makes 
difference in poor nation

Conservation officers had a 
handful in a cow Moose and 
calf last week, as the two ani¬ 
mals wandered deep into Dids¬ 
bury. 

The animals which were ex¬ 
ploring the subdivision just 
south of the golf course were 
tranquilized and relocated on 
two separate days last week to 
a new home west of Water Val¬ 
ley. According to Conservation 
Officer with Fish and Wildlife 
Simon Tatlow the pair of ani¬ 
mals had been scared from the 
Didsbury area at least three 
times in the last three months. 
When the animals moved past 
the Town limits and into the 
residential neighborhoods, a 
decision was made to relocate 
the animals. 

"When they started to wan¬ 
der right into Town we decided 
that we had better move them 
out,” said Tatlow. 

On Wednesday five conser¬ 
vation officers and Didsbury 
bylaw officer Greg Hnatiuk met 
the animals at the Didsbury 
golf course to tranquilize the 
cow. Five darts were shot into 
the animal but only two worked 


as the officers were having 
problems with the tranquilizer 
freezing due to cold conditions. 

One of the officers from 
Calgary, Gerry Filipchuk, ac¬ 
companied his self-invented 
"Moose Moover" - a device that 
keeps a tranquilized Moose's 
head off the ground to prevent 
him from aphyxiating - was on 
hand in the relocation. 

The “Moose Moover” was 
placed beside the unconscious 
animal and tow ropes were 
used to drag the Moose onto 
the contraption. Side panels 
were then moved into position 
so the animal was kept in an 
upright position. 

Officers placed a sack over 
the eyes of the animal, which 
would help keep it calm if it 
came to too early. Cellophane 
wrap was applied around the 
animals mouth to keep it from 
biting or injuring its tongue. 

Officers also ear-tagged the 
animal because if the animal is 
shot by a hunter 30 days must 
elapse before the meat is safe 
to eat. The animal was then 
transported to another area 
where it was to be released. A 
reversal drug was injected in¬ 
travenously into the animal's 


ear and it was up on its feet in 
approximately 30 seconds. Im¬ 
mediately the cow walked over 
to the edge of a freeline and 
began feeding. 

The officers went through 
the same procedure with the 
calf the following day. The calf 
took longer to come out of its 
unconcious state and 
immeditely started licking 
snow when it awoke. Tatlow 
said animals sometimes get 
dry-mouth when having the 
drugs administered to them. 
Tatlow said the environment 
surrounding Didsbury is ideal 
for Moose as there are many 
valleys and lush grass for the 
animals to eat. Relocations of 
the animal, however, are not 
common. Tatlow estimates 
that an apporximate six moves 
are made a year out of the 
Calgary office. 

At the end of the day when 
a Moose is moved and it runs 
back into the wild unhurt 
workers take pride in a job well 
done. "I was relieved to see 
them out of Town so no one 
would get hurt. It was quite an 
experience to see them get up 
and run back to the wild,” said 
Hnatiuk.

Residents vote to fight 
expansion of feedlot 
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launch legal fight - work-to-rule started

Following months of build¬ 
ing tensions over numerous 
unresolved issues, an all-out 
labour war has broken out be¬ 
tween the provincial govern¬ 
ment and the Alberta Teachers 
Association (ATA). 

ATA teachers have began a 
work-to-rule campaign across 
the province, including in 
Chinook’s Edge, after the prov¬ 
ince pushed through legislation 
forcing arbitration on the edu¬ 
cators. A legal challenge will 
also be launched. 

“Teachers are getting more 
and more upset by the week,” 
said Alberta Teachers Associa¬ 
tion (ATA) local #17 president 
Bob Worsfold, “not just in 
Chinook’s Edge but across the 
province.” 

During a speech on Monday, 
ATA president Larry Booi said 
teachers are being requested to 
withdraw all voluntary serv¬ 
ices, including marking 
achievement tests, most field 
trips, extracurricular activities 
such as sports, drama and mu¬ 
sic activities, and fundraising 
activities. 

Teachers are also being 
asked to refrain from ordering 
textbooks or supplies, taking 
inventory, collecting money 
from students, taking part in 
any publicity opportunities for 
government MLAs, or complet¬ 
ing or submitting any form or 
report to Alberta Learning. 

“The atmosphere has been 
poisoned by acts of the govern¬ 
ment and the school boards, 
and the public should hold 
them accountable,” said Booi. 

For his part, Chinook’s Edge 
school division chairman Roy 
Brassard said he is disappointed 
a settlement hasn’t been 
reached. 

The Klein government 
passed the Education Services 
Settlement Act into law last 
Wednesday, effectively remov¬ 
ing the teachers’ right to 
launch renewed strike action 
for at least 18 months. There 
were no dissenting votes among 
Tory MLAs, while all opposi¬ 
tion MLAs voted against the 
bill. 

The legislation imposes bind¬ 
ing arbitration, but only in the 
area of salaries, not in other 
contentious areas such as 
classroom sizes and student 
pupil-ratios. 

The arbitrator cannot im¬ 
pose settlements that would 
put school boards in deficit po¬ 
sitions. The Chinook's Edge 
Board has already said it does 
not have the money to meet 
teachers’ demands for an 11.5 
per cent wage increase over one 
year. 

Chairman Brassard said: “I 
think it extremely unfortunate 
that things have got to this 


point without resolution of the 
issues because I don’t believe 
teachers generally are happy 
with that kind of action. They 
are probably uncomfortable 
with any kind of cutback in 
services. 

“I think that it’s critical 
having missed three weeks of 
school that we concentrate pri¬ 
marily on the education of the 
students from this point on.” 

The board has not discussed 
contingencies in regard to 
marking exams and tests and 
withdrawing of other services, 
he said, noting the board will 
“deal with them as they come 
up”. 

Chinook’s Edge teachers 
were scheduled to meet in 
Bowden on Monday night. Al¬ 
though it is unlawful for any¬ 
one to council teachers to take 
job action, the union is expected 
to outline teachers’ legal 
rights, said Worsfold. 

Individual teachers can le¬ 
gally withdraw volunteer serv¬ 
ices, he said. 

Teachers, including more 
than 600 in Chinook’s Edge, 
had gone on strike for three 
weeks last month, before the 
government declared an emer¬ 
gency and forced an end to the 
labour action. 

That emergency order was 
subsequently declared unlawful 
by the court. Teachers did not 
renew their strike action, and 
instead entered into talks with 
the Premier. 

The province said passing 
Bill 12 was the only avenue 
open to the government to end 
the labour dispute. 

“The parties and the govern¬ 
ment have exhausted all other 
means to resolve these dis¬ 
putes,” said Human Resources 
Minister Clint Dunford. “The 
arbitration process will provide 


the parties with a settlement 
while ensuring that students 
remain in the classroom.” 

Learning Minister Dr. Lyle 
Oberg added: “I may not cap¬ 
ture everything the ATA or the 
Alberta School Boards Associa¬ 
tion (ASBA) wanted, but it’s a 
fair compromise. From here, 
I’m hopeful we’ll be able to 
move on to an open discussion 
on the future of our learning 
system.” 

Worsfold characterized the 
government's move a punish¬ 
ment of teachers. 

“It’s quite unbelievable re¬ 
ally,” said Worsfold. “It’s sheer 
punishment for winning a 
court case against the govern¬ 
ment. That’s what it appears 
like. The only reasons I can see 
for it is for taking the govern¬ 
ment on and winning. That’s 
what it appears to be.” 

ATA President Booi added: 
“The Alberta government has 
betrayed the province’s teach¬ 
ers. This is a black day for pub¬ 
lic education and for democracy 
in Alberta. This government 
has made a terrible decision, 
and we shall have to live with 
the consequences.” 

The opposition parties in the 
legislature condemned the gov¬ 
ernment move. 

“They didn’t get their way 
in court, so now they’re bully¬ 
ing teachers with the blunt in¬ 
strument of legislation,” said 
Liberal leader Ken Nicol. 
“They are bulldozing through 
legislation that ultimately will 
harm our public-education sys¬ 
tem. 

“This short-sighted ap¬ 
proach to dealing with the 
problems in education shows 
that the government is still in 
denial and continues to avoid 
action in the best interests of 
our children.” 


Nicol said Bill 12 “violates 
basic human rights” of all 
teachers. 

“They’ve taken away teach¬ 
ers’ right to assemble, and that 
is a clear violation of rights. It 
is unbelievable that the govern¬ 
ment would take such drastic 
measures to shut down the 
teachers. It’s vengeful and Dra¬ 
conian,” he said. 

The Canadian Teachers Fed¬ 
eration, a national body repre¬ 
senting 240,000 educators, also 
slammed the new legislation. 

“There is no doubt that the 
Alberta government is shirking 
its responsibility towards chil¬ 
dren and public education,” 
said CTF president Doug 
Willard. “We are very con¬ 
cerned that Premier Klein has 
displayed little compunction 
about breaking his promise to 
teachers and denying them a 
fair and impartial arbitration 
of outstanding issues. 

“The repercussions of this 
ill-advised action will only serve 
to further poison the Alberta 
government’s relationship with 
teachers. This is an aberration 
of the arbitration process in the 
truest sense.” 

The Alberta School Boards 
Association (ASBA), the pro¬ 


vincial body representing 
elected trustees and boards, 
commended the province for 
excluding classroom issues 
from the arbitration process. 

“School boards welcome the 
certainty this brings to the 
learning environment,” said 
ASBA president Michele 
Mulder. “The arbitration proc¬ 
ess proposed in Bill 12 specifi¬ 
cally excludes working condi¬ 
tions and factors in each 
board's ability to pay. These rep¬ 
resent some of the fences Al¬ 
berta school boards wanted 
built around the arbitration. 
This process will better serve 
students and Alberta taxpay¬ 
ers.” 

The ASBA also applauded the 
provincial review that will look 
at classroom issues. 

“Discussions about what 
Alberta’s classrooms should 
look like must include the 
whole community, and be based 
on Albertans expectations of 
their public education system 
and what is best for student 
learning. 

“School boards must have 
the flexibility - including some 
measure of local taxation - to 
negotiate locally with our 
teachers.”

Sex questions turn 
trustees off study 
on teenage health

Chinook's Edge School Di¬ 
vision will not allow local stu¬ 
dents to participate in a na¬ 
tion wide survey because some 
of the questions have been 
deemed to be unsuitable by 
trustees. 

Queen's University re¬ 
searchers have been commis¬ 
sioned by Health Canada to 
conduct the study in Canada, 
which is sponsored by the 
World Health organization. 
The purpose of the survey, 
about 100 questions long for 
the Grade 9 and 10 version, is 
to record changes in and gain 
new insights about the status 
of youths' health attitudes 
and behaviours and increase 
Canadian and international 
understanding about health 
and lifestyles of young people. 

Trustees had problems with 
questions asking students 
about their sexual activities 
and alcohol and drug use. 

"How old were you when 
you had sexual intercourse for 
the first time?" and "Have you 
ever had so much alcohol that 
you were really drunk?" ap¬ 
pears in the survey designed 
for students in Grades 9 and

but also had a problem with 
the content of certain ques¬ 
tions. 

In Canada, the studies aim 
was to survey 2000 students 
in each of Grades 6,7,8,9 and 
10 across the country. The 
Chinook's Edge School Divi¬ 
sion had been selected through 
a systematic sampling proce¬ 
dure and permission was asked 
to have the survey completed 
in Deer Meadow School, River 
Valley School, Sundre High 
School and H.J. Cody School. 

Other topics included in the 
survey include physical activi¬ 
ties, nutrition, relationships, 
bullying and self-esteem. 

A letter sent to Chinook’s 
Edge School Division from 
Queens University said the 
information would be used to 
influence the development of 
health promotion and health 
education in Canada and else¬ 
where. 

Trustees voted to direct the 
superintendant to deny the 
study. 


"I would feel concerned as 
a parent if someone asked my 
kids if they had gotten really 
drunk before, when they came 
back from school.

Didsbury’s population grows steadily in last live years

While Didsbury's growth 
has been steady it has been 
less dramatic than its 
neighbors. Carstairs has 
grown 18.1 percent and Olds' 
population increased by 13.6 
per cent. 

Further south, Crossfield 
has been booming and its 
population has increased by 
25.8 per cent in the last five 
years. 

Moore said while the num¬ 
bers are a reflection of the last 
six years much of Didsbury's 
growth has occured recently. 

She points to the record 
number of housing starts that 
occured in Didsbury in 2001 


as an example of that. 

Communities like 

Cochrane and Strathmore 
have boomed recently experi¬ 
encing 58.9 and 43.4 per cent 
growth respectively. 

Moore said what is attrac¬ 
tive about Didsbury is its 
small town atmosphere. She 
said people that move to the 
town appreciate that quality 
of life. 

"People here greet each 
other on the street and peo¬ 
ple that live in the town ap¬ 
preciate things like that. We 
want to perserve that." 

Moore is also confident that 
Didsbury is well set up for fu¬ 


ture growth. She said money 
has been spent on the local in¬ 
frastructure and while other 
Towns are scambling in the 
present, Didsbury has been 
thinking about the future for 
a long time. 

Moore said she would like 
to see Didsbury remain bal¬ 
anced in its growth. She said 
for the most part the Town 
has been concentrating on R1 
growth. 

She said she would like to 
see other types of growth as 
well. “Not everybody wants a 
big house on a big lot, espe¬ 
cially the older community," 
she said, adding that Dids¬ 


bury doesn't have a place for 
manufactered homes. 

Another attractive aspect 
about Didsbury is its commit¬ 
ment to bringing in industry," 
said Moore, adding that she 
would like to see more agri¬ 
cultural industry growth near 
Didsbury in the future. Over 
all the growth is an encour¬ 
aging sign to Moore. She said 
growth has allowed the Town 
to keep the millrates status- 
quo. 

"Look at the towns that are 
shrinking - what are they go¬ 
ing to do about increasing rev¬ 
enue - raise taxes? They al¬ 
ready have people leaving." 


Didsbury's population has 
grown by 10.7 per cent since 
the 1996 census and Mayor 
Dorothy Moore is considering 
it to be a good sign. 

The increase which repre¬ 
sents 379 new people living 
within the Town since the 
1996 numbers came out. Dids¬ 
bury’s population number is 
now up to 3,932. 

"It shows we have been able 
to continue with slow and 
quality growth. Certainly the 
corridor in which we are lo¬ 
cated is well set up for the fu¬ 
ture said Moore.

surprising. It was revealed ear¬ 
lier this year the Didsbury had 
experienced a record number of 
housing starts in 2001 and was 
off to a blazing start for the 
2002 year. 

According the 2001 census 
that was released last week, 
Didsbury’s numbers swelled by 
379 people or a 10.7 per cent 
increase since 1996. 

The amounts were not as high as neighbouring towns 
like Olds and Carstairs but was still a healthy number. 

There is little doubt population numbers will continue to 
rise in the coming years. The “corridor” between Calgary 
and Red Deer is expected to be one of the hot spots in the 
coming years. So with more people in town, there will be 
more challenges. The Town will need more land for new 
houses. Councillors have already talked about a possible 
requisition process. 

More people means more opportunities for businesses. 
Didsbury’s commercial property is just about full now and 
eventually the down town commercial area will need to be 
expanded. On that note more parking spaces will have to be 
found. Currently in Didsbury parking is a tough commod¬ 
ity to come by. 

More kids will mean more sports teams. The Town of 
Didsbury is already undergoing an initiative that would see 
more ball diamonds and soccer pitches within the Town lim¬ 
its. How much longer will the Didsbury Golf Course be able 
to suit the needs of golf enthusiasts? Will the arena have to 
be twinned in the future? Only time will tell. 

People that live in Didsbury will need jobs. Many people 
commute everyday from Didsbury to Calgary for work, but 
to sustain numbers industry and business must be a prior¬ 
ity for the Town so people are able to make a living. Growth 
is important for any community. If you aren’t growing, 
you’re dying. But growth in Didsbury must be controlled 
and manageable. 

Will increased numbers change the place where we live? 
Of course it will. But when you live in the best portion of 
the best province of the best country in the world, you have 
to expect more people will come to the area.

FROM YOUR TOWN COUNCIL 


Town working to manage changing 
realities in municipal government

Didsbury Town Council has been working 
on your behalf to manage the changing reali¬ 
ties in municipal government and the supply 
of services. Some of the areas we are dealing 
with are the following: 

Insurance: September 11 has impacted in¬ 
surance rates for all businesses and segments 
of society, and has not excluded municipal gov¬ 
ernments. Insurance company amalgamations 
or withdrawal from municipal markets have 
made our choices of providers few. Increas¬ 
ing risks have been reflected in higher costs 
for insurance. We not only face higher risk 
of litigation and large settlements in all ar¬ 
eas of property and service, but also the new 
less predictable risks from those who would 
threaten others for a cause. Our 2002 budget 
must absorb insurance costs more than dou¬ 
ble those in 2001. 

Waste Management: The amalgamation 
of waste management companies have made 
provider alternatives few. The cost of solid 
waste disposal rises as environmental restric¬ 
tions tighten and licensed landfill space is lim¬ 
ited. 

We are seeking to reduce the volume of 
waste and its impact on our environment. As 
we reduce our waste by recycling and 
composting, we will be able to realize savings 
directly to the Town budget, since recycling 


and composting could reduce our higher cost 
residential waste tipping fees considerably. 

Landfill Closure: Town Council is work¬ 
ing with Alberta Environment to find cost ef¬ 
fective and long term solutions for our landfill 
closure. Once it is closed, it will re-open as a 
dry waste landfill only, under our Regional 
Waste Commission. We are pleased with the 
initial meetings with the Calgary office of Al¬ 
berta Environment, and are awaiting their 
response to the pertinent data and to our ques¬ 
tions and concerns. Funds to close the exist¬ 
ing landfill to Alberta Environment standards 
must be put aside in our budget. 

2002 Budget: Council is unanimous in 
seeking to hold the line on the tax rate even 
as costs rise and other levels of government 
continue to download responsibilities. It is a 
balancing act. Council seeks to represent 
your priorities of both economy and service, 
while covering additional costs and require¬ 
ments that inevitably arise. 

All Town Council and committee meetings 
are open to the public. 

We also host a “Meet the Taxpayer” 
evening on the first Monday of each month 
from 7 to 8:30 p.m. This is your night and 
your agenda. If you would like to share an 
informal evening with the mayor and a cou¬ 
ple of councilors- come on down to the Town 
office - west entrance. We look forward to 
meeting with you.

Government needs to take stand against nude bars 


Dear Editor, 

A battle against yet an¬ 
other strip bar emerging in 
the city of Red Deer won a 
victory recently when 180 
people, reportedly the largest 
crowd in ten years, showed up 
at City Hall to protest. The 
location would have been 2 
blocks from a kindergarten 
and elementary school, in the 
same block as McDonald's 
Family restaurant and other 
family businesses, and abut¬ 
ting a heavily populated resi¬ 
dential area. 

A proposed nude bar at 
this location could have gone 
in handily had it not been for 
a whispered hint being 
checked out and exposed via 
the media. 

The Klein government's 
policy re nude bars had been 
so generous - as well as dis¬ 
mal - that it enabled any bar 
licensed to sell alcohol to re¬ 
ceive a license for a strip bar 
featuring totally nude per¬ 
formances (involving mastur¬ 
bation, simulating anal sex, 
etc.) AT ANY LOCATION by 
merely providing a change 
room for strippers and setting 
up a 3 ft. barrier (fence) be¬ 
tween a platform and custom¬ 
ers. 

Such irresponsible base¬ 
ness allowed strip bars in Al¬ 


berta to emerge under cover 
of darkness with no one be¬ 
coming aware - until an open¬ 
ing was announced with the 
comment there had never 
been one objection. 

This sordid policy whereby 
such cesspools are thrust 
upon an unsuspecting public 
is grossly considering the 
horrendous negative impact. 
Nude bars strike at commit¬ 
ment, the heart of the home, 
with studies showing they are 
a factor in marital break-up. 
The youth in their formative 
years, enticed by big money 
to sell their bodies in nude 
bars, are being led in the di¬ 
rection of selling their bodies 
in prostitution. 

According to a public state¬ 
ment by Dr. Romanlwski, a 
large number of strippers are 
into prostitution and a large 
number can be carrying the 
AIDS virus. Moreover, there 
is a growing number of 
sexual assaults occurring in 
Ab. when certain males leave 
strip bars on a sex high with 
inhibitions lowered by booze. 
(Judge Walter Schollie, Olds, 
Ab.) 

How reprehensible that 
this government licenses 
teens to perform totally nude 
in bars to lure males inside 
to drink the alcohol that 


brings in 3 1/3 mill per day 
but which costs the taxpay¬ 
ers ten times that amount to 
pick up the pieces (US study, 
Bridgeton, Mo, 1990). This is 
the dangerous, mind altering 
drug that makes Ab. No. 1 in 
the nation for drunk driving 
(Stats Can) and is responsi¬ 
ble for 70')} of murders (FBI, 
1990) and 30% of health care 
costs (AADAC-Edm.) 

While the Red Deer crowd 
at City Hall demanded a ban 
on all nude bars, the Mayor 
and Council listened to advice 
from their lawyer that it is 
not possible to ban what is 
considered a ’legal’ activity 
and there could be a court 
challenge involving legal 
costs. 

Yet what Klein considers 
legal is ruled illegal by 3 other 
provinces and is contrary to 
Can. Criminal code 174(1)(B). 
However, the City did enact 
an amendment to the land- 
use by-law requiring 150 M 
separation from strip bars 
and public places, which will 
prevent a strip bar at the lo¬ 
cation referred to and will 
apply to certain others in the 
future. The experience in Red 
Deer shows the importance of 
a locality getting ahead of the 
game by finding out whether 
or not there are already by¬

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Safety first priority 
after tragedy, says 
grieving officer

The recent death of a Banff 
police officer has forced a 
Didsbury RCMP officer to re¬ 
evaluate the way he does his 
job. 

Banff RCMP officer 
Christine Diotte was hit and 
killed by a vehicle on March 
12 when she was investigat¬ 
ing a traffic accident. She, 
with her partner, were just 
removing investigation tools 
from the car when another 
car lost control on the icy 
road and pinned her against 
her vehicle. 

Twenty-six year old Chris 
Goyetche from the Didsbury 
RCMP detachment is just be¬ 
ginning his career in the 
force. Before he arrived in 
Didsbury he worked at the 
Banff Springs Hotel doing se¬ 
curity. But he helped the po¬ 
lice out when they needed an 
extra hand, like on New Year's 
Eve during Checkstop season. 
He knows many of the RCMP 
officers in Banff and had met 
Diotte once before. The acci¬ 
dent has shaken him up as 
much as to take extra precau¬ 
tions while doing his job. 

"It was upsetting for me. I 
returned to the office and 
(Staff Sgt. Ron Platz) told me 
that a member from Banff was 
killed. My jaw kind of 
dropped to the floor," said 
Goyetche. 

Since the accident 
Goyetche has spent a consid¬ 
erable amount of time with 
one of the officers from Banff. 
He said the officer needed 
someone to talk to and 
Goyetche allowed him to 
"vent" to him over the phone. 

Part of the conversation 
was the officer just trying to 
come to grips with what hap¬ 
pened, but many important 
things were stressed during 
the conversation. The officer 
stressed to Goyetche the im¬ 
portance of wearing the reflec¬ 
tive safety vests while work¬

ing on the road. 

"They were things that we 
stressed to me during train¬ 
ing, but now the safety issue 
are always at the forefront of 
my mind. Now I find myself 
stressing safety to myself." 

Goyetche said he wears his 
yellow jacket all of the time 
now and that he thinks it is 
important to take such pre¬ 
cautions. 

In dealing with the tragedy, 
Goyetche has used his family 
as an outlet. The event is still 
bothering him however. 

When asked if there was 
anything he wanted to add to 
the interview done with the 
Review. 

Goyetche took the opportu¬ 
nity to address other motor¬ 
ists. 

"People out there driving 
need to be more aware. You 
see more and more people 
driving while they are talking 
on their cell phones when 
they need to be paying more 
attention to the road." 

When working towards his 
goal of becoming a police of¬ 
ficer Goyetche said he knew 
there would be risks in his oc¬ 
cupation. The tragedy has re¬ 
inforced that for him. 

"You really don't think it is 
going to happen to someone 
you know. Then it is an all- 
of-a-sudden thing." 


School board grants use of

Schools will give RCMP tloorplans 
in case ot an emergency

Chinook’s Edge School Divi¬ 
sion is sending floor plans of 
their schools to local RCMP de¬ 
tachments. 

Trustees passed a motion to 
give RCMP detachments a copy 
of the layout of their schools so 
they are readily available to of¬ 
ficers if an emergency ever de¬ 
velops in the area. 

Didsbury RCMP Staff Ser¬ 
geant Ron Platz, who initiated 
the idea and made the request 
to the school board is very 
pleased with the Boards deci¬ 
sion to share the information. 


"When we have a serious situ¬ 
ation and we call in the emer¬ 
gency response team, the first 
thing we need is a floor plan of 
the building. We need to know 
where the bedrooms are, where 
the living room is where the 
windows are, how we can get 
in out of the building and how 
to quickly get into specific 
rooms." 

Platz said the same is true 
with schools and that incidents 
that have happened in the 
United States and even Alberta 
have pointed to a need in hav¬ 
ing the information. 

Platz said if a situation were 


to happen now it would be 
quicker to have access to the 
floor plans rather than having 
a teacher try and draw the 
building out. 

"It would save time and quite 
possibly save a life," said Platz. 

There are no regulations in 
place stating that a detachment 
needs to have layouts of schools 
on file, but Platz said many de¬ 
tachments are leaning in the 
direction of trying to acquire 
them. 

We hope that we never have 
to use them, but we are excited 
that the board has decided to 
go this route."

children, who learned there are 
people in the world who care 
about them, and the team, 
whose eyes were opened to the 
world they live in. 

“I expected the country to be 
poor, and I expected the living 
conditions to be bad but I didn’t 
expect the RUF soldiers to be 
so evil. I didn’t know that peo¬ 
ple were killed just for being 
people,” said Gratton. He said 
everyone he spoke to had 
known someone who was killed 
or effected directly by a military 
execution. 

“I saw it everywhere I went. 
One man I remember most told 
me his brother was taken out 
of his hut and shot in front of 
his own children,” said 
Gratton. 

Towns explained, the popu¬ 
lation of Sierra Leone was es¬ 
timated at 5 million, 10 years 
ago. Today it is estimated at 3.5 
million. 

“We learned that they esti¬ 
mate that 3 million people were 
killed and God only knows how 
many children were kidnapped 
and forced to become soldiers,” 
said Towns. 

When the war ended soldiers 
were offered amnesty if the chil¬ 
dren were surrendered and 
guns where returned. It is re¬ 
ported that 185,000 children 
have been turned in. 

Some of these children re¬ 
ceived a shoebox. 

“Although I didn't really feel 
threatened it was unnerving to 
look at those kids and not 
know which ones used to carry 
guns,” said Towns. Sierra 
Leone is trying to rebuild, a 
sign welcoming everyone as 
they arrive in the country at¬ 
tests to the work that needs to 
be done. 

“Welcome to Sierra Leone. If 
you cannot help us please do 
not corrupt us.” 

DOVE is there to help. 

They have bought property 
and are in the final stages of 
planning for an orphanage that 
will provide life saving love and 
help to war orphans. 

The tour of the land where 
the children will be welcome 
and loved was the most heart¬ 
ening moment of the trip for 
this team. 

“To see where they want to 
build this orphanage, to expe¬ 
rience what they are planning 
to do and imagine how much it 
will help the people, more so 
than any shoebox ever would, 
was an amazing experience, I 
will never forget,” said 
Gratton.

Bowden and Eagle Hill 
helped DOVE deliver a gift of 
love. 

Many of the thousands of 
Sierra Leone’s children didn't 
even thank Angela Oldridge of 
Didsbury, Lois Munchinsky of 
Olds or Jill Davidson of 
Bowden for their gift. 

It wasn’t a case of lack of 
manners or even contempt, it 
was simply something they had 
never experienced before. 

These children didn't know 
how to respond to a gift because 
most had never received one 
before. 

Munchinsky, Oldridge and 
Davidson were on the front line 
handing out the shoeboxes, be¬ 
hind them were James Gratton, 
an 18-year-old Sundre High 
school student, and Bob Towns 
of Eagle Hill who did the grunt 
work, unloading and protecting 
the trucks. 

These five first time visitors 
to the war torn country were 
there to help DOVE Interna¬ 
tional. a Christian based or¬ 
ganisation who builds orphan¬ 
ages in Sierra Leone, deliver 
Samaritan’s Purse shoeboxes. 
DOVE is run by Phil and Judy 
Nelson with the help of Bill and 
Karen Scarrott (formerly from 
Eagle Hill and Olds). 

In one week, 9,600 presents 
were put in the hands of un¬ 
suspecting children. 

“They were delivered by gosh 
and by golly,” said Towns. 
Although schedules are set with 
the best intentions, things hap 
pen in Africa when they hap¬ 
pen and not a minute sooner. 

But despite impassable 
roads, delayed schedules, debili¬ 
tating sickness (a result of food 
poisoning) and a small riot 
here and there the gifts were 
delivered as promised. 

Based in the country’s capi¬ 
tal city of Freetown, the home 
of the Nelsons and Scarrotts, 
the team travelled a gruelling 
40 mile, five hour journey by 
truck (because of the 
delapidated roads) to villages 
surrounding the interior city of 
Kabala, every day. 

The team set out with the 
best intentions on the first day 
only to find military protection 
would be needed. 

"On our first day we realised 
it wasn’t going to work like we 
had planned because the crowd 
got out of control and tried to 
mob the truck,” said Gratton. 

The disappointment of clos¬ 
ing the truck without deliver¬ 
ing all the shoeboxes was over¬ 
whelming for Gratton. 

“My most disheartening 
moment of the whole trip hap¬ 
pened the first day. We had 
enough boxes for everyone but 
because of the way they were 
acting we had to close the 
truck. It was at that moment I 
learned what it must be like to 
have absolutely nothing,” said

I would say ‘for you, for you,” 
said Oldridge, “and you would 
have to make them reach out 
and grab it. They had no idea 
it was a gift for them.” 

Since the journey to the dif¬ 
ferent villages from Freetown 
was basically the same every 
day, the team would pass vil¬ 
lages from the prior day's de¬ 
livery. 

It was always a pleasure to 
see the children out playing 
with their gifts. 

“You would know we had 
been there already because you 
would see children near the 
road, one with a Yo Yo, one 
with a balloon and another 
with a Beenie Baby,” said 
Oldridge. 

“The children would run 
behind the truck waving their 
toys at us screaming “thank 
you, thank you,” said 
Munchinsky. 

Out of the thousands of 
boxes delivered, one was spe¬ 


cial. 

“We were unloading the 
boxes and we came across one 
with a Canadian Flag draped 
across the top,” said Towns. 
“We knew that one was special 
and we would save it to the 
last.” 

The special package was 
filled by someone in New 
Foundland. Phil Nelson 
crouched down to a shy boy at 
the last village to present him 
with the package. 

The men didn’t get to see 
very many gifts handed to the 
children so it was a special 
moment for everyone when Phil 
handed the gift to the boy and 
explained it was for him. 

“The boy was amazed by 
what was inside and when we 
told him it was for him, the 
smile that spread across his 
face was unbelievable,” said 
Towns. 

Lessons were learned and 
lives wore changed for both the 


Gratton. 

The next day and the rest of 
the week the team enlisted the 
help of U.N. soldiers to guar¬ 
antee order. 

Everyone in the villages 
would come to see the white 
people with the boxes. 

U.N soldiers would line up 
children and the team would 
begin distribution. 

Most of the children would 
take the box and rush home to 
open the gifts. 

Team members speculate the 
children didn’t want to risk 
opening the gift in public for 
fear of theft. 

Some children, whose fami¬ 
lies were there to escort the 
child safely home, would gather 
around the package and ex¬ 
claim at the never-before-seen 
treasures it contained. 

“You would hand the box to 
some of the kids and they 
would be looking the other way. 
ignoring what was happening. 
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Twice, last week, on CBC radio and again in Fridays 
Herald, there have been news items about Elizabeth 
Driver, a Toronto writer who is compiling a bibliography 
of Canadian Cookbooks. She is looking for the kind of 
Cookbooks that are part of Canadian History and a source 
of information about life in pioneer Canada. She likes 
the ones made by Church Groups and Women’s Institutes, 
books designed as fund raisers that have Ads from local 
merchants, names of the contributors, bits of wisdom and 
household hints. She wants books with recipes for local 
delicacies, instructions for canning meat and making sau¬ 
sage. She likes instructions for making things like lye 
soap, and onion poultice. It's a wonderful idea and an¬ 
other great way of learning about our history. 

I have loads of Cookbooks, many of which came from 
women's groups, but none of them are old enough to be 
of historical interest. She wants them prior to 1950. My 
Mom had a Blue Ribbon Cookbook that had to be from 
about then but it was a Commercial edition and even if I 
could find it I don't suppose it's rare. Mom didn’t use it 
much, like most Mothers of that time she cooked mostly 
from instinct and she cooked very well. She made the 
most wonderful bread and biscuits. She canned hundreds 
of quarts of fruit, vegetables and meat and supper in the 
winter was very often canned venison or chicken, mashed 
potatoes and either pickled beets or relish. The relish was 
made from ground onions, cabbage and cucumber and we 
ate it like a vegetable. By this time of year the carrots 
and turnips were about finished so we might have had 
canned peas, beans or corn and we might have canned 
peaches, apricots or pears for dessert but more likely 
canned saskatoons or cornstarch pudding. 

This talk of heritage recipes made me remember some 
of the things that Mom and Dad fed us when we were 
children and while there were certainly great Holiday 
meals and lots of hearty day to day food there were plenty 
of forgettable meals as well. By this time of year every¬ 
thing tasted the same. If there were any cabbages left in 
the cellar they were white and papery, the carrots were 
going limp and parsnip and turnip were equally strong 
and smelly. Soup. We ate a lot of soup and I remember 
thinking that when I grew up I would never eat soup 
again. We made our own sauerkraut and I liked it well 
enough for the first few weeks but that got tiresome too. 
Dad liked it with pigs knuckles and once when my folks 
were visiting Mom and I made it that way. My kids thought 
it was totally disgusting. We butchered our own pigs and 
Mom and Dad used everything but the squeal. The 
headcheese was excellent but you will never see me mak¬ 
ing it. Neither will I ever can salmon, render my own 
lard or make beef jerky. 

After they had rendered the lard they made doughnuts. 
It was my job to keep the little kids out of the kitchen 
during the doughnut procedure because Mom was scared 
to death of the combination of children and boiling fat. I 
also was expected to entertain the babies while Mom, Dad 
and my older siblings extracted the honey. Another enor¬ 
mous, and extremely messy job that I will never be ex¬ 
pected to do. Thank you Lord. 

I said I would never can wild meat or make beef jerky 
but I have made my own Smoky Beef sausage. It's made 
from ground beef, curing salt, liquid smoke, garlic pow¬ 
der, pepper and mustard seed. You form the meat into 
rolls and bake it at 225 degrees for four hours. It's really 
very good and nice to have on hand for snacks and to 
serve as an appetizer but I don't make it very often. My 
husband is not really fond of it. The last time it had been 
in the oven for about three hours when my husband came 
in and asked for a broom. ’’What do you need a broom 
for?" I asked. "I need it to chase away some vultures that 
have been hovering over the house ever since you put 
that stuff in the oven." 

He would probably not be much help if I did want to 
make head cheese.

QUESTION: Everyone talks about how rebellious 
teens are today. I don’t believe my parents went through 
this kind of anxiety when my sisters and I were young. 
We were all relatively happy and none of us rebelled. Am 
I right in assuming that good family life was easier to 
achieve in those days? 

DR. DOBSON: 1 m sure your memory is generally cor¬ 
rect despite the exceptions we can all recall. 

The majority of parents in the past spent less energy 
worrying about their children. 

They had other things on their minds. I remember talk¬ 
ing to my dad about this subject a few years before his 
death. 

Our children were young at the time and I, like you, 
was feeling the heavy responsibility of raising them prop¬ 
erly. I turned to my father and asked, “Do you remember 
worrying about me when I was a kid? Did you think about 
all the things that could go wrong as I came through the 
adolescent years? How did you feel about these pressures 
associated with being a father?” Dad was rather embar¬ 
rassed by my question. He smiled sheepishly and said, 
“Honestly, Bo,” (his pet name for me) “I never really gave 
that a thought.” How do we explain his lack of concern? 
Was it because he didn’t love me or because he was an 
uninvolved parent? No. He was a wonderful father 
throughout my childhood. 

Instead, his answer reflected the time in which I grew 
up. People worried about the depression that was just 
ending, the war with Germany and Japan, and later the 
cold war with Russia. 

They did not invest much effort in hand-wringing over 
their children ... at least not until some kind of problem 
developed. 

Trouble was not anticipated. And why not? Because 
there were fewer land mines for kids in that era. I at¬ 
tended high school during the “Happy Days” of the 1950s, 
and I never saw or even heard of anyone taking an illegal 
drug. It happened, I suppose, but it was certainly no threat 
to me. Some students liked to get drunk, but alcohol was 
not a big deal in my social environment. Others played 
around with sex, but the girls who did were considered 
“loose” and were not respected. 

Virginity was still in style for males and females. Oc¬ 
casionally a girl came up pregnant, but she was packed 
off in a hurry and I never knew where she went. As for 
homosexuals and lesbians, a few students were open about 
their lifestyle, but I didn’t know them personally. There 
were certainly no posters on our bulletin boards adver¬ 
tising Gay Pride Month or Condom Week. Most of my 
friends respected their parents, went to church on Sun¬ 
day, studied hard enough to get by and lived a fairly clean 
life. 

There were exceptions, of course, but this was the 
norm. Today’s kids, by contrast, are walking through the 
Valley of the Shadow! Drugs, sex, alcohol, rebellion and 
alternative lifestyles are everywhere. Those dangers have 
never been so evident as they are now, and the worst may 
be yet to come. 

QUESTION: When do children begin to develop a 
sexual nature? Does this occur suddenly during puberty? 

DR. DOBSON: No, it occurs long before puberty. Per¬ 
haps the most important concept suggested by Freud was 
his observation that children are not asexual. He stated 
that sexual gratification begins in the cradle and is first 
associated with feeding. 

Behavior during childhood is influenced considerably 
by sexual curiosity and interest, although the happy hor¬ 
mones do not take full charge until early adolescence. 
Thus, it is not uncommon for a 4-year-old to be inter¬ 
ested in nudity and the sexual apparatus of the opposite 
sex. 

The elementary school years are an important time in 
the forming of sexual attitudes. Parents should be careful 
not to express shock and disgust over this kind of curios¬ 
ity, even though they have to disapprove of exploratory 
behavior. 

It is believed that many sexual problems begin as a 
result of inappropriate training during early childhood.

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Lone Pine residents vote to fight AAA feedlot

Lone Pine residents voted 
at a community meeting last 
Wednesday to fight the expan¬ 
sion of a feedlot on highway 
791 near Midway. 

Resident Murray Marsh 
said a community group, 
called the Committee for Lone 
Pine will organize a united 
front against AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany's application for a 17.000 
head operation to the Natu¬ 
ral Resources Conservation 
Board (NRCB). 

Residents are upset about 
the size of the feedlot and be¬ 
lieve the area is too populated 
for such an operation. 

Marsh said the group has 
four avenues in which to fight 
the application and that the 
group is planning to pursue 
all of them. 

Residents plan to fight the 
expansion of the feedlot in¬ 
clude through the NRCB re¬ 
questing affected party status 
for the group so local input 
can be given in to the proposed 
operation. 

Also the group will lobby 
Mountain View County to use 
the jurisdiction they have left 
in regards to feedlots such as 
road-use agreements, property 
taxation, to request higher 
standards through the NRCB 
and to require bonds from 
companies for possible site rec¬ 
lamation. 

A form letter was available 
for local residents living near 
the operation which asks the 
County to reassess their 2002 
property taxes. 

The group also plans to ask 
Alberta Environment to re¬ 
quest greater standards for 
water testing. They would like 
to document the quality and 
the quantity of the water be¬ 
fore a feedlot is started so 
changes could be monitored. 

Another form letter that 
was available at the meeting 
was addressed to Alberta En¬ 
vironment stating concerns 
the operation could pose to 
quantity and quality of 
groundwater in the area. 

Finally, members of the 
Committee for Lone Pine are 
hoping to have their voices 
heard through the provincial 
organization CAPHER (Citi¬ 
zens Advocating Public 
Health and Environmental 
Responsibility). Marsh said 
local residents plan to attend 
a CAPHER meeting on April 
12 . 

Residents are also pursuing 
an interesting avenue in 
which community members 
would try to purchase a share 
in the AAA company from the 
owners, so they would have a 
direct say in how it would be 
run. 


Failing that they would at¬ 
tempt to purchase the land 
from the owners and run the 
feedlot as a smaller coopera¬ 
tive. 

A small group of residents 
in the area have already en¬ 
tered into discussions about 
the possible cooperative and 
Marsh is hoping that more 
concrete plans can be com¬ 
pleted by March 25. 

"We want to see if we can 
pay them for the feedlot so 
they can build somewhere 
else," said Marsh. 

Marsh said the group have 


been talking about 1.500 head 
in their business plan. 

If the owners do not want 
to sell the land Marsh said 
the group may go ahead with 
their plan at a different loca¬ 
tion. 

Marsh said the Committee 
for Lone Pine that has been 
established will have three 
subcommittees. Volunteers 
will be split up into commu¬ 
nication, fund-raising and 
consultation subcommittees. 

"Setting up a committee will 
be a great deal of work," 
Marsh told the attendance of 


the meeting. 

AAA Cattle Company own¬ 
ers Simon Cobban and Gerry 
Morasch both attended the 
meeting held by Lone Pine 
residents last week. Cobban 
said the group did not invite 
the applicants but that they 
showed up anyway to listen 
to concerns expressed by lo¬ 
cal residents. 

Cobban wasn't surprised 
about what happened at the 
Lone Pine meeting. 

"The meeting was more or 
less what we expected - there 
were no surprises. It was a 


well conducted meeting," said 
Cobban who didn't give any 
media interviews at the event. 
"We were not invited to the 
meeting. The only reason we 
knew about it was through 
the NRCB." 

Cobban said after the meet¬ 
ing he was left wondering how 
many of the people voting at 
the meeting were in the two- 
mile affected party radius es¬ 
tablished by the NRCB. 

Commenting on the group's 
attempt to get a reassessment 
of their property taxes from 
the County, Cobban said resi¬ 
dents might get a shock if the 
land assessments are redone 
by the County. He said in 
other parts of the province 
land values near Confined 
Feeding Operations have in¬ 
creased, because the feedlot 
provides a market for area 
farmers. 

Cobban said AAA Cattle 
Company have not been ap¬ 
proached about a cooperative 
or about selling the land he 
is on but called the idea "an 
interesting scenario". 

"It's certainly an avenue 
they could pursue and we are 
always open to suggestions. 
This is the first I have heard 
about it and really haven't 
thought about it," said 
Cobban, adding that they 
didn't build corals with the in¬ 
tention of selling the land 
later. 

Cobban added that coop¬ 
eratives were becoming in¬ 
creasingly popular in Sas¬ 
katchewan as farmers pooled 
their resources to have 
enough capitol to start a large 
operation. 

The AAA Cattle Company 
application was the first re¬ 
ceived by the NRCB since they 
took over jurisdiction of Con¬ 
fined Feeding operations at 
the beginning of the year. 

Area residents are con¬ 
cerned about noncompliance 
issues that have occurred at 
the site since 1998 and are ap¬ 
prehensive as to what would 
happen if AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany receive a 17,000 head 
permit. 

Water and environmental 
concerns such as the disposal 
of animal carcasses have also 
been expressed. 

Cobban acknowledges hav¬ 
ing too many cattle on site 
but has said that was the 
only rule broken. He cited a 
lack of pasture because of last 
year's dry conditions for the 
numbers. 

The meeting was also at¬ 
tended by local MI.A Richard 
Marz, leader of the provincial 
Liberals Ken Nicol and 
represent itives from the 
NRCB. Local councillor Dave 
Derksen was also in attend¬ 


ance. 
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County will be spending more for per capita grants

Census numbers are 
very important to all 
municipalities, they de¬ 
termine whether the 
community is called a 
village, town or city. 

High numbers can 
mean a lot of money to 
communities in the farms 
of provincial and federal 
grants and they can cost 
a community who pays 
for services on a per 
capita basis. 

All municipalities in 
Mountain View County 
reported double digit 
growth and the county 
itself grew a respectable 
7.9 per cent according to 
the 2001 census released 
March 12. 

Harold Johnsrude, 
Mountain View County 
commissioner, said the 
new population numbers 
will be put into effect 
immediately. 

Due to adjustments of 
the population numbers 
released in the new cen¬ 
sus, because of annexa¬ 
tion by municipalities, 
the county will be adjust¬ 
ing its grants and fund¬ 
ing formulas according 
to a population increase 
of 887 residents. 

For recreation. 28 per 
capita, the county will be 
spending $24,000 more; 
for ambulance (21 per 
capita) it works out to 
$18,000 more. 

Fire will be adjusted 
on a population ratio 
compared to urban cen¬ 
tres so not much of a 
change is expected. 

Johnsrude said these 
numbers may mean a 
small change in the ru¬ 
ral transportation grant, 
but because grants are 
being reduced right now 
he doesn’t expect 
changes to be significant. 

Coming in with the 
most urban growth was 
Carstairs making mayor 
Richard Diaz a proud 
politician. 

“We knew we were 
growing at a pretty good 
rate but to see the num¬ 
bers is always nice,” said 
Diaz. He explained that 
the town’s close proxim¬ 
ity to Calgary is most 
likely the explanation for 
the record growth. 

“As Calgary grows, so do 
we.” 

He said a significant 
number of homes in Car- 
stairs have at least one 
member of the family 
commuting to the city, 
either Calgary or 
Airdrie. 

Diaz also said the 
growth will continue 
with two new subdivi¬ 
sions being built. 

Olds Mayor, Norma 
Duncan said the num¬ 
bers speak for them¬ 
selves. 

“This just proves that 
we are living in the best 
part of Central Alberta 
and this is the best place 
in the world to live and 


do business.” 

She said that with 
technology improving 
every day people have a 
greater choice where 
they will live and they are 
choosing Central Al¬ 
berta. 

“Growth is good all 
around, it should give 
everyone pride to know 


you are in the greatest 
province in the country 
and the best part of it.” 

Sundre reactions to 
the 11.8 per cent growth 
were mixed, said town 
CAO, Harvie Doering. 

“The reactions were 
varied with everyone I 
talked to. Some expected 
it would be higher some 


thought it would be 
lower,” he said. 
For both Carstairs and 
Sundre the population 
has now reached more 
than 2,000. 

Reaching 2,500 will 
mean having to enter 
into a provincial con¬ 
tract for RCMR costing 
the municipalities more. 


Right now both munici¬ 
palities’ policing is 
funded through Federal 
and Provincial sectors. 

Didsbury Mayor, 
Dorothy Moore is happy 
with her town’s growth. 
“I think we are pleased 
with the growth num¬ 
bers. They show slow, 
quality growth,” she 


said adding the town will 
be working towards a 
more balanced growth 
with increases in the 
commercial and indus¬ 
trial sectors as well as 
residential. 

“Over all the corridor 
between Calgary and 
Edmonton is doing very 
well,” said Moore.

2001), and 9.7 per cent from a 
year earlier. 

Estimates of the 2001 
crop production of princi¬ 
pal field crops 

•drought conditions, insect 
problems, shortage of irrigation 
water and other adverse factors 
experienced in the 2001 crop 
season reduced crop yields and 
decreased acreage harvested in 
Alberta. 

• in 2001, wheat production 
(winter wheat, spring wheat 
and durum wheat) totalled 6.11 
million metric tonnes, down 
significantly from the 1999 to¬ 
tal of 8.18 million metric tonnes 
and the 2000 total of 7.29 mil¬ 
lion metric tonnes. 

• oats production is esti¬ 
mated at 592,200 metric tonnes 
for 2001. 

•production of barley is esti¬ 
mated at 5.23 million metric 
tonnes for 2001, down three per 
cent from production totals in 
2000 and 14 per cent from the 
five-year average. 


a total of 95,000 milk cows as 
of January 1, 2002, down 5.9 
per cent from the previous year, 
while dairy heifers fell 8.1 per 
cent to 34,000. Increasing milk 
productivity was among the 
factors influencing the decline. 

Pigs 

across Canada, Alberta 
ranks fourth in pig inventories, 
behind Quebec (3.77 million 
head), Ontario (3.14 million 
head) and Manitoba (2.39 mil¬ 
lion head). 

Alberta currently accounts 
for approximately 35.3 per cent 
of the estimated total western 
Canadian pig population of 5.75 
million head and 15.5 per cent 
of the national total of 13.06 
million head estimates at Janu¬ 
ary 1, 2002, show the size of 
the Alberta herd increasing by 
8.6 per cent, with the total 
number of pigs on farms at 2.03 
million head, compared to the 
revised figure of 1.87 million a 
year ago. The increase also 
marks the sixth straight quar¬ 
ter of herd growth, on a Year- 
over-year(n basis. 

•expansion continues to be 
evident in the sow herd, as 
numbers grew for the ninth 
consecutive quarter, on a year- 
over-year basis. As of January 
1, 2002, sows and bred gilts 
were estimated at 214,300 
head, up 3.2 per cent from the 
previous quarter (October 1, 


Many of the estimates listed 
were jointly prepared by Statis¬ 
tics Canada and the Statistics 
and Data Development Unit of 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development. 

Cattle and calves 

• Alberta continues to lead 
the country in cattle and calf 
inventories (5.21 million head), 
followed by Saskatchewan (2.33 
million head) and Ontario (2.01 
million head). 

• currently, Alberta accounts 
for more than one-half (55.6 per 
cent) of the total Western Ca¬ 
nadian herd of 9.38 million head 
and 40.2 per cent of the national 
total of 12.96 million as of Janu¬ 
ary 1, 2002, the estimated total 
inventory of cattle and calves 
on farms in the province was 
5.21 million head, down 2.7 per 
cent from the January 1, 2001 
figure of 5.36 million. 

• noteworthy, was the decline 
evidenced in the beef breeding 
herd (cows and heifers). As of 
January 1, 2002. beef cows to¬ 
talled 1,668,000, down 0.3 per 
cent, from 1,673,000 a year ear¬ 
lier. Likewise, beef heifers for 
replacement fell 6.6 per cent to 
226,000 head, from the estimate 
of 242,000 in 2001. The drop in 
cow and heifer numbers was not 
surprising, given the substan¬ 
tial increase in slaughter (heif¬ 
ers) and interprovincial exports 
(cows) in 2001. Alberta reported

Alberta government should back Kyoto agreement 


Dear Mr. Premier, 

You shame us all! 

Why would you even think 
of not supporting the Kyoto 
Protocol? It is a scientific fact 
that we have global warming 
caused by excess emissions of 
carbon dioxide and other 
greenhouse gases. Our oil and 
gas industries and coal-fired 
electrical generating facilities 
have to be major contributors 
of these emissions. 

Wouldn't now be an appro¬ 
priate time to reduce pollut¬ 
ing emissions and begin to 
mitigate the damage we have 
already caused? If we do not 
do our share when we can, we 
can't blame global warming 
entirely on loss of the rain 
forest or heavy pollution from 
"big" industrialized nations 
etc. etc. 

If reducing emission loses 
jobs it follows that the jobs 
belong to polluting industries 
which shouldn't be here in the 
first place. Where is our gov¬ 
ernment regulation and in¬ 
spection or does big business 
call the shots? Corporations 
have little incentive to clean 
up their operations until they 
have to. Other countries have 
faced this same dilemma. Yet 
when new laws and regula¬ 
tions are passed, these same 
industries, due to sudden 
"new technologies" or "im¬ 
proved operating procedures", 
are able to cope quite well. 
Often the revitalized corpora¬ 
tion is more energy efficient 
and shows an increase in prof¬ 
its. 

So Mr. Premier, which is 
it? Pay now or pay later. Re¬ 
member the old saying "What 
goes around, comes around." 

Since newspapers and TV 
announced that Canada's 
economy would surely fail if 
we supported the Kyoto Pro¬ 
tocol, there have been "opin¬ 
ions" flying in all directions 
with varying degrees of doom 
and gloom. 

First of all what is the 
Kyoto Protocol? Beginning 
around the time of the Earth 
Summit in Rio de Janeiro in 
1992, the majority of the 
world’s nations began to take 
pollution caused global warm¬ 
ing seriously. Now, 10 years 
later, there is a broad scien¬ 
tific consensus that human 
induced climate change is un¬ 
der way and accelerating. 
Still many politicians - yes, 
right here in Alberta - and in¬ 
dustry leaders profess disbe¬ 
lief in global warming. Its like 
getting the first diagnosis of 
a life threatening disease, 
stunned disbelief, doctors and 
specialists are mistaken, 
there must be a quick fix, 
other people live the same 
way I do and they're still O K. 
and so on. 

The 1997 Kyoto Protocol 
commits industrial and 
former eastern bloc nations 
to reducing their greenhouse 
gas emissions by 5.2% below 
1990 levels by 2008 -2012. 

Since we have merrily con¬ 
tinued to increase our rates 
of pollution since 1990, the 
net reduction to meet the 2008 
- 12 deadline will be much 
greater than 5.2%. (Chickens 
come home to roost). There 
are flexibility mechanisms 


ing emission permits, use of 
forests as carbon sinks and 
earning credit through a 
Clean Development Mecha¬ 
nism. 

One of the underlying com¬ 
mitments to the agreement is 
that industrial nations with 
the greatest historical contri¬ 
butions (emissions) to cli¬ 
mate change must take the 
lead in addressing the prob¬ 
lem. Canada ranks number 7 
in the world's industrial na¬ 
tion carbon polluters. Be¬ 
tween 1990 and 2000 our ac¬ 
tual emissions increased by 
12.8%, surpassed only by 
USA, Australia and Russia. 
Do we want to stay in this 


"club"? 

In March 2001 President 
Bush's refusal to sign the 
Protocol backfired by galva¬ 
nizing international determi¬ 
nation to reach a global 
agreement. In Bonn, Ger¬ 
many in July 2001 repre¬ 
sentatives from 178 nations 
finalized many of the Proto¬ 
col's key rules while Ameri¬ 
can negotiators stood by and 
watched. 

We are threatened with 
economic downturn due to 
loss of American trade but 
where will America get cheap 
electricity, huge supplies of 
gas, oil, coal, lumber, grain 
and meat when they need it? 


If reducing 
emission loses 
jobs it follows that 
the jobs belong to 
polluting industries 
which shouldn't be 
here in the first 
place. 


Should it be necessary to 
shake and shudder when 
America, using the voices of 
our government and industry, 
says "Boo"?
